DesPlaines River 
Highest In Years 


The Des Plaines river assumed 
alarming conditions the last week, 
due to the exceptional heavy rain 
fall. 
Take as an 
example, 
the 
bridge on Grand avenue, the water 
at this point was just a foot or so 
from the top of the bridge, meadows 
and forest, preserve play grounds 
were flooded, and water was rush­ 
ing over all of the dams several feet 
deep. 
However, the last few days, this 
water lias gone down considerable 
and the river is slowly coming back 
to normal. 


A general appeal comes from the 
Board of Forest Preserve Commis­ 
sioners to the public for co-operat­ 
ing in'preserving of trees of Cook 
county. 
We have not the necessary facili­ 
ties nor the necessary number of 
employees on account of inadequate 
funds to cope with the proposition. 
To properly maintain 32,000 acres 
of land requires much more money 
and much greater facilities than we 
have at our disposal. 
Many thousands of people visit 
the preserves each day, especially in 
the summer months. Sundays and 
holidays see vast crowds swarming 
into the preserves. 
We appeal to these vast crowds 
of people who visit the Preserves 
and enjoy them to remember that 
after all these 
forests 
must be 
maintained and preserved for fu­ 
ture generations. 
Destruction of any and all nature 
not only harms the present genera­ 
tion and all of the people of Cook 
county, but it harms many genera­ 
tions yet to come. 
We therefore appeal to the people 
to help us to keep the Forest Pre­ 
serves clean; we appeal to the peo­ 
ple not to dump any debris or re-

The board of review and board of 
assessors yesterday started mailing 
printed reports on real estate as­ 
sessments to the taxpayers of the i 
county. 
The board of review, for the last 
week, has been receiving complaints 
from property owners objecting to 
the assessors’ evaluations. 
In the 
ordinary course of business these 
complaints would be heard as soon 
as the assessors close their books 
on the personal property schedules, 
retaining the 1927 reai estate as­ 
sessments. 
However, with the new assess­ 
ment effective as soon as completed, 
the 1928 assessment is expected to 
clear up most of the complaints.

In the last session /if the legis­ 
lature, a law w as passed increasing 
the assessed valuation of property 
from one half of its value to its full 
value. The taxes w ere correspond­ 
ingly reduced fifty tier cent, but the 
bonding pow er of cities and villages

Hoses don’t cause “rose cold” and 
goldenrod has very little to do with 
hay-fever suffering, according to 
the weekly bulletin of Health Com­ 
missioner, Arnold II. Kegel, issued 
Monday. It describes the cause and 
cure of hay-fever and explodes some 
popular ideas about this and allied 
diseases. Hay-fever and 
asthm a 
specialists conducting 
clinics 
at 
Northwestern University. Univer­ 
sity of Chicago anil Rush Medical 
College, and internationally recog­ 
nized as authorities, iou ne rated in 
the preparation of the bulletin. 
“There are three hay-fever sea­ 
sons.” states the bulletin. “ The first 
is the spring season, beginning in 
February and running into early 
May. 
The pollen from trees is re­ 
sponsible. Comparatively few peo­ 
ple, however, suffer 
during 
this 
period. 
“The summer season, 
form erly 
known as rose cold, begins about 
May 25 and continues two months. 
It is caused by pollen from blos­ 
soming grasses, timothy and red- 
top, but very seldom bv roses 
as 
their pollen is heav y and moi. t and 
not carried by th** wire!. 
“The most important is the* fall 
hay-fever season beginning about 
August 15 and continuing until the 
first frost. 
In Chicago it is due to 
weeds, chiefly the giant and dwarf 
ragweed. 
In the 
p a s t ten 
years, 
however, another weed r; using hay­ 
fever has invaded the citv’and now 
covers many acres of vacant land. 
This is the burweed marsh elder. 
Goldenrod, popularly sun posed to 
be the worst offender causes the 
characteristic irritation only when 
the person comes in very close con­ 
tact with it. 
“Persons may suffer 
even all of the types c 
and some may have sy 
winter when there is 
the air. 
These patients are prob­ 
ably sensitive to dust from some an­ 
imal substances such us feathers, 
hair, etc., or from orris root 
or 
from other proteins.” 
Some degree of alleviation for 
the hay-fever nuisance* can be ob­ 
tained 
by elimination 
of 
weed 
patches, continues the bulletin, but 
the best way for sufferers to ob­ 
tain relief is to take 
treatm ent, 
which should 
begin six to ten 
weeks before the usual symptoms 
appear. This is more effective than 
treatm ent after symptoms have ap­ 
peared. 
“It is fair to say,” adds the* advice 
“that intelligent testing and treat­ 
ing tak-*n in time will give iii mo t 
cases considerable or complete- re­ 
lief during the hay-fever 
season. 
About 90 pel cent of victims can be 
partially or entire ly relieved. The 
treatm ent consists of injections by 
physicians of an extract of the* pol­ 
lens responsible foi e ach per: on’s 
hay fever.” 
According to Dr. Kegel, 
many 
persons annually find relief from 
this trouble by moving into the 
loop.

How to Choose 
Vacation Milk Supply 


Securing a good supply of fresh, 
pure* milk for the family on vaca­ 
tion is one of m other’s 
problems 
during the summer months. 
But mothers need not worry 
about the milk supply if they will 
follow suggestions given 
by 
the 
Milk Council. 
ll it is necessary fo~ vou to se­ 
cure milk direct from, the 
farm , 
rather than from an up-to-date milk 
plant, where it is pasteurized, the 
following precautions, should 
Im* 
taken. 
See that the farm er and his help­ 
ers are neat, clean and orderly ami 
that they keep the premises in good 
order. 
Ask to see how the*y take* 
care of the utensils used for milk. 
These utensils should hi* cleaned and 
scal*i***l after use and ke*pt in 
a 
clean, protected place 
until 
used 
again. 
Of course, you cannot expect the 
small dairyman to produce 
milk 
comparable to the milk you get at 
home, but you can feel safe if you 
take precautions yourself. 
Milk should be pasteurized. This 
requires equipment which will raise 
it to a tem perature of 145 degrees 
and hold it at that temperature 
for 30 minutes. 
To some extent 
you can duplicate the effect of pas­ 
teurization if the milk is heated be­ 
fore using. 
If there are babies in 
the family, milk should be 
boiled 
for them. 
Be sure that the coirs are tuber­ 
culin tested. If the dairyman pro­ 
duces milk for Chicago you know 
his cows are healthy. It not make 
inquiry. 
Perhaps you may note a differ­ 
ence or variation in the flavor of 
the milk you buy awav from home. 
In many cases this is due to the 
lack of control of tim. cows’ diet. 
When milk is bitter it is more often 
due to the cow’s eating some obnox­ 
ious weed rather than sjny impurity 
in the milk. 
Milk should be chilled immediate­ 
ly after milking to 45 or 50 degrees 
and kept at that temperature until 
used. 
Do not put ice in milk. 
Put the 
milk in a clean, covered container 
and put it in the ice box or chill it 
by packing the container in ice.

Save Road Funds 
By Resurfacing 


By E. E. Duffy 
The wisdom of constructing roads 
of long lasting materials 
with 
a 
high salvage* value* was 
recently 
brought to light by the* New York 
State Highway Department, which 
saved 77 per cent of the* original 
cost of an old thin, concrete {lave­ 
ment. 
A thin concrete pavement 14 feet 
wide was laid in Seneca county 14 
years ago. The stress of modern 
traffic made it necessary to widen 
this old pavement to 18 feet and 
also to thicken the strip from four 
and a half inches to nine inches. By 
placing the new concrete* over the 
old, nearly 2 ,0 0 0 cubic yards of con­ 
crete were saved. 
At the cost 
of 
$13.71 per cubic yard the total sav­ 
ing amounted ti) $26,800, or ap­ 
proximately 77 per cent of the or­ 
iginal cost of the* thin and narrow 
concrete. 
Highway authorities point 
out 
that when roadways have a salvage 
value such as this it is all ti.** more 
imperative that paving programs 
be extended so that 
maintenance 
costs and car costs will lit* cut to 
rock bottom. 
This Fulton-O wego 
road lost but 23 pei cent of its val­ 
ue in 14 years. 
Another striking instance of the 
high salvage value of good pave­ 
ments is found in Wayne* county, 
Mich., near Detroit. 
Gratiot mad 
was designed before the* 
era 
of 
heavy traffic; when the 
increase 
came this highway deteriorated so 
that resurfacing was necessary. Ac­ 
cordingly in 1917 a four-inch layer 
of concrete was placeel over the old 
surface. 
All depressions and deep 
holes in the old 
pavement 
were 
filled with this new concrete* and 
an even surface* was obtained. 
Resurfacing comple ted, the* pave­ 
ment was them widened to 2 0 feet 
by constructing a two-foot 
wide 
shoulder on each side. 
!.ate*r traf­ 
fic became* so heavy that another 
ten-foot strip of concrete was ad­ 
ded. The success of th** whole pro­ 
ject may be visualized when it is 
considered that this 30-foot pave­ 
ment now 
carrie*s 
approximately 
2 0 ,0 0 0 motor vehicles daily. 
The problem of re*surfacing af­ 
fects practically every community 
that is blessed with old pavements 
not especially designed for modern 
travel. True* economy today exists 
in taking advantage of these old 
pavements as stable* bases for re­ 
surfacing, in extending needed new 
pavements over earth thorough­ 
fares.

cluded in the collection. 
“With the air, the ?ress and the 
platform flooded with nropaganda 
emulating from radically different 
sources” said Dr. Rawlings, “the 
man in the street is at his wits end 
to know who or what o ielieve re­ 
garding health matters. One group 
declares for vaccination and another 
against it, each playing unon the 
fear of the public for a hearing. 
One group extolls bran as the uni­ 
versal remedy and another yeast. 
Some say eat and others advise 
fasting for what have 'Tou. 
“To provide a reliable source of 
information in the health field for 
those who are willing to accept the 
judgment of public health officials 
who have devoted their lives to the 
study of health problems, a library 
has been established by the state 
department of public health. In it! 
are books on every phase of public
